DECOLONIZATION DECLARATION BY REPS EGYPT, NIGERIA, 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA, ARGENTINA, KENYA, AEGHANISTAN, AUSTRALIA, 

ZAMBIA, GHANA, MADAGASCAR AND SIERRA LEONE, GENERAL TENOR 
OE WHICH WAS CONDEMNATION OE SA-SR-PORTUGUESE AXIS, WITH 
NIGERIA AND ZAMBIA ALLEGING US-PORTUGUESE-ISRAELI COLLUSION. 

STATEMENTS ON SOVIET PROPOSAL EOR 10 PERCENT CUT IN BIG 
POWERS'. MILITARY BUDGETS WERE MADE BY REPS EGYPT, 

COLOMBIA, PRANCE, CHINA AND PINLAND, AND USSR REPLIED TO 
CHINA. 



- SOVIET ROB PROPOSAL - 

OSMAN (EGYPT) EXPRESSED VIEW PARTIAL AND TRANSITIONAL MEASURES 
TO CREATE ORGANIC RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN DISARMAMENT AND 
DEVELOPMENT FINANCING, SUCH AS THOSE PROPOSED BY USSR, 

COULD PAVE WAY FOR FUTURE ADOPTION OF LASTING REMEDY. 

FOR REASONS HE EXPLAINED, EGYPTIAN DEL FOUND MERIT IN SOV 
PROPOSAL. CAICEDO-AYERBE (COLOMBIA) BELIEVED 
DISARMAMENT AND DEVELOPMENT IN TANDEM COULD LEAD TO 
DEVELOPMENT OF RESOURCES AND REDUCTION OF GAP BETWEEN DCS 
AND LDC'S. HE WISHED SOV PROPOSAL HAD DEFINED IN MORE PRECISE 
TERMS WHAT WAS MILITARY BUDGET, AND HE HOPED THAT WOULD BEOMCE 
CLEARER DURING DEBATE. HIS DEL WOULD VOTE FOR SOV RES. 

PALEWSI (FRANCE) NOTED OSV PROPOSAL DID NOT PROVIDE FOR 
FOLLOW-UP, WHICH MIGHT NOT BE VERY SATISFACTORY TO LDC'S. 

HE SAW NO NEED SET UP ELABORATE MACHINERY AS ENVISAGED IN 
SOV PROPOSAL, AND SAID FRANCE WOULD BE PREPARED TO TAKE PART 
IN COPARATIVE STUDIES IN FIELD OF MILITARY EXPENDITURE. 

HE REFERRED TO LARGE QUANTITIES OF AMRS SENT TO ME BY TWO 
GREAT POWERS. FRANCE WAS ALREADY DEVOTING FIFTH OF AMOUNT 
OF ITS MILITARY BUDGET TO DEVELOPMENT, OR TWICE WHAT SOV 
DRAFT RES ENVISAGED. WHILE HIS DEL WAS SYMPATHETIC TO AIMS 
OF SOV PROPOSAL, IT FELT THOSE AIMS COULD BE ATTAINED BY OTHER 
MEANS WITH MORE CERTAINTY. 
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KARHILO (FINLAND), NOTING ROB IDEA NOT NEW, THOUGHT IT 
APPROPRIATE NOW IN VIEW OF INCREASING MILITARY EXPENDITURES 
AND DECREASE IN GROWTH OF FUNDS TO DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 

IT WOULD ALSO AVOID TECHNICAL DIFFICULTIES IN IMPLEMENTING 
AGREEMENTS TO LIMIT SPECIFIC WEAPONS AND WEAPONS SYSTEMS. 

HE THOUGHT IT WOULD BE REALISTIC AT THIS STAGE TO CONCENTRATE 
ON WINNING SUPPORT AND COOPERATION OF POWERS PRINCIPALLY 
CONCERNED. 

CHAUNG YEN (CHINA) CALLED SOV PROPOSAL NOTHING BUT 
"TRASH PICKED UP FROM ITS OWN GARBAGE HEAP OF DISARMAMENT" 

AND CHEAP FRAUD. TRUE INTENT OF PROPOSAL WAS TO COVER UP USSR'S 
OWN OBSTINATE POSITION OF OPPOSING GENUINE DISARMAMENT 
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AND TO SHIFT TO OTHERS RESPONSIBILITY FOR WHAT IT CALLED 
REJECTING DISARMAMENT. NOTING GREAT DISPARITY IN ARMAMENTS 
AND MILITARY BUDGETS OF FIVE PERM SC MEMBERS, HE ASKED HOW 
WITH SUCH GREAT DISPARITY ONE COULD TALK OE REDUCTION OF 
MILITARY BUDGETS BY SAME PROPORTION. THOUGH SOV PROPOSAL 
WAS "HIGH-SOUNDING DECLARATION," PEOPLE WITH DISCERNING 
EYE COULD TELL AT GLANCE IT WAS "DECEPTIVE TRICK." USSR 
HARPED ON THIS HACKNEYED TUNE FOR MORE THAN DECADE BUT NEVER 
REDUCED OWN MILITARY BUDGET TO ASSIST OTHERS. HE SAID 
USSR SHOULD DECLARE IT WOULD NOT ATTACH CONDITIONS TO EUTURE 
AID THAT SOUGHT GAIN AT EXPENSE OF OTHERS AND NO LONGER USE 
NAME OE AID TO SUBJECT RECIPIENTS TO INTERVENTION, 

CONTROL, SUBVERSION, PLUNDER AND EXPLOITATION. HE ASKED 
SOV REP TO REPLY, AND HE FIRMLY OPPOSED SOV DRAFT RES. 

MALIK (USSR), IN LENGTHY REPLY, CALLED CHINESE STATEMENT 

SAME OLD "NEGATIVISM." HE CLAIMED MAJORITY OF NATIONS ON 

SOV SIDE AND DID NOT SUPPORT CHINESE. ON QUESTION OF DISARMAMENT 

AND USE OF FUNDS SAVED FOR LDC'S, CHINA TOOK 

DIAMETRICALLY OPPOSED VIEW TO POSITION OF "THIRD WORLD." 

HE CHARGED CHINA WISHED PREVENT UN FROM TAKING ANY CONCRETE 
DISARMAMENT STEPS. ACTING PRES LIBINGIRA (UGANDA) NOTED 
RIGHT OF REPLY LIMITED TO 10 MINUTES BUT SOV REP HAD ALREADY 
SPOKEN 25 MINUTES. CONTINUING, MALIK SAID SOV ITEM BEING 
DISCUSSED AND HE HAD TO REPLY TO VERY LONG CHINESE SPEECH. 

HE DECLARED CHINA HAD NOW JOINTED IMPERIALISTS WHO 
PREVIOUSLY OPPOSED SOV DISARMAMENT PROPOSALS, AND HE 
CONCLUDED BY STATING THAT IN ESSENCE CHINESE DEL STATED 
UNCLASSIFIED

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BE APPLIED UNIVERSALLY REGARDLESS OP SIZE AND ECONOMIC POTENTIAL- 
ITIES OP TERRITORY. HE MENTIONED PRESS REPORTS PORTUGAL INDICATED 
TO US IT EXPECTED SUPPORT POR ITS COLONIAL WARS AS QUID PRO 
QUO FOR VITAL ROLE AZORES PLAYED IN SHUTTLING ARMS BY US TO 
ISRAEL; AND PORTUGAL ALSO SOUGHT US SUPPORT TO BLOCK ADMISSION 
OP GUINEA (B) TO UN. NEW US POLICY SEEMED CLEAR ENOUGH AND 
NUANCES SHOULD NOT BE LOST ON UN. HE CONCLUDED BY CALLING POR 
IMPLEMENTATION OF DECOLONIZATION DECLARATION IN CARIBBEAN, 

PACIPIC AND INDIAN OCEAN. 

ORTIZ DE ROZAS (ARGENTINA) COMMENDED COMITE OP 24 POR DEVELOPING 
NORMS BY WHICH UN COULD PROCEED IN DECOLONIZATION FIELD AND 
REGRETTED THERE WERE NO MECHANISMS POR EXERCISING "NECESSARY 
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PRESSURE" TO ENSURE DECOLONIZATION WITHOUT RESORT TO WARFARE. 
REGARDING MALVINAS, HE EXPRESSED APPRECIATION TO COMITE OE 24 
EOR ITS WORK AND APPEALED TO UK TO ABIDE BY GA RES 2065(XX) SO 
SUBSTANTIVE NEGOTIATIONS COULD BE RESUMED. 

MULWA (KENYA) SAID CERTAIN MAJOR POWERS UNDERMINED UN RESES BY 
TRYING TO JUSTIEY POSITIONS ON GROUND INVESTMENTS BENEEITTED 
COLONIAL PEOPLE. HE EAVORED COMMISSION OF INQUIRY TO LOOK INTO 
PORTUGAL'S REPRESSIVE METHODS, AND SAID ANY BLOCKING OE IMPOSITION 
OP SANCTIONS AGAINST SA AND PORTUGAL SHOULD SERVE AS WARNING 
THAT IT WAS HIGH TIME UN CHARTER REVIEWED. HE APPEALED TO 
UN TO GIVE OBSERVER STATUS TO LIBERATION MOVEMENTS IN ALL UN 
ACTIVITIES, AND CALLED ON PROGRESSIVE MEMBERS OF NATO TO 
PERSUADE THEIR COLLEAGUES TO HALT AID TO PORTUGAL. 

MANGAL (AEGHANISTAN) STATED CONTINUATION OP ASSISTANCE TO 
COLONIAL AUTHORITIES BY CERTAIN MEMBERS STATES VIOLATED 
CHARTER. HE OPPOSED EXPLOITATION OP NATURAL RESOURCES OP DEPEN- 
DENT TERRITORIES. BOATEN (GHANA) SPOKE OP POREIGN ECONOMIC 
SUPPORT, DENOUNCED PORTUGUESE POLICIES, AND HOPED UK, US AND 
PRANCE, WHICH REPUSED COOPERATE WITH COMITE OP 24, WOULD AT 
LEAST COMPLY HENCEPORTH WITH CHARTER ART 73E. BOTH HE AND 
RASOLONDRIABE (MADAGASCAR) COMPLIMENTED AUSTRALIA AND NZ ON 
THEIR COOPERATION. LATTER ASSERTED VULNERABILITY OP APRICANS 
WAS PREREQUISITE EOR DOMINATION AND PROSPERITY OP WHITES. 

CAMPBELL (AUSTRALIA), COMMENTING AUSTRALIA WAS "PRACTISING 
DECOLONIZER," APPEALED TO GOVTS TO GIVE DETAILED INPO TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RHODESIAN SANCTIONS COMITE. HE WAS DISTURBED BY PORTUGAL'S 
POSITION, NOTED AUSTRALIA ANNOUNCED "POSSIBILITY OP CONTRACT 
BILATERALLY" WITH PAIGC, SPOKE OF UK'S COOPERATION AND CONTRIBU- 
TION TO SANCTIONS COMITE, AND SAID THOUGH AUSTRALIA SYMPATHIZED 
WITH AIMS OP NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS IT STOPPED SHORT OP 
ENDORSING USE OP PORCE TO ATTAIN GOALS. 

LUSAKA (ZAMBIA) ACCUSED UK OP RESPONSIBILITY EOR SITUATION IN 
ZIMBABWE; SAID PRETORIA-SALISBURY-LISBON AXIS HAD NOW DEVELOPED 
INTO I JS-PORTI JG AI ,-ISR API . AXIS, AS US EMBARKED ON MASSIVE AIRLIPT 
OP MILITARY SUPPLIES TO ISRAEL. PORTUGAL NOW ATTEMPTING EXPLOIT 
US USE OP AZORES AND IT WAS POSSIBLE US WOULD BE DRAWN DIRECTLY 
INTO PORTUGUESE WARS IN APRICA ALONG LINES OP ITS INVOLVEMENT WITH 
PRENCH IN VIETNAM. HE CALLED ON ALL GOVTS TO CEASE SUPPORTING SA. 

TAYLOR-KAMARA (SIERRA LEONE) SAW BOTH POSITIVE AND NEGATIVE 
DEVELOPMENTS, SPOKE FAVORABLY OF WIDER PUBLICITY GIVEN PLIGHT 
OP LIBERATION MOVEMENTS OF SOUTHERN APRICA, SAID UN-SA CONTACT 
SHOULD BE TERMINATED, AND CHARGED THAT PORTUGAL WAS ABLE TO 
IGNORE UN REQUESTS BECAUSE OP CONTINUED ECONOMIC AND MILITARY 
SUPPORT FROM ITS ALLIES. 
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-RIGHTS OF REPLY ON PUERTO RICO- 

SALIM (TANZANIA), REPLYING TO US ON PUERTO RICO, SAID PR WAS SPANISH 
COLONY BEEORE COMING UNDER US CONTROL AND TRANSEER DID NOT CHANGE 
STATUS DESPITE EACT PR HAD BEEN ACCORDED COMMONWEALTH STATUS. 

EACT IT WAS COLONY WAS REELECTED IN 1966 REPORT OE PR COMMISSION, 

HE SAID, QUOTING EROM REPORT. THUS, US COULD NOT CLAIM PR WAS 
INDEPENDENT STATE OR PART OP UNION OF USA. SPEAKING AS COMITE OP 
24 CHAIRMAN, HE SAID LAST YEAR GA APPROVED REPORT CONTAINING 
DECISION UNDER WHICH STUDY ON QUESTION OP PR WAS CALLED POR 
AND IN PURSUANCE OF THAT, COMITE RECEIVED WORKING GROUP REPORT 
ON WHICH COMITE'S RES WAS BASED. COMITE HAD NOT VIOLATED GA 
DECISION, AND TO SUGGEST IT HAD DONE SO WAS TO SUGGEST GA DID 
NOT KNOW WHAT IT WAS DOING AND THAT US LACKED COMMITMENT TO 
ELIMINATION OF COLONIALISM. 

AMB SCHAUFELE REPLIED USDEL HAD NO QUARREL WITH 1966 REPORT OF 
PR COMMISSION. EXTRACT TANZANIAN REP QUOTED PROVED USDEL'S 
CONTENTION THAT, WHILE PEOPLE OP PR WERE CAPABLE OP BEING 
INDEPENDENT, THEY HAD DECIDED NOT TO BE SO. COMITE OP 24 DEALT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WITH TERRITORIES SPECIPICALLY LISTED, PR HAD BEEN REMOVED PROM SUCH 
LIST 20 YEARS AGO, AND EFPORTS TO REPLACE IT, ABOUT TWO YEARS 
AGO, HAD BEEN DEPEATED; THUS, COMITE IMPROPERLY DEALT WITH 
QUESTION. 

SALIM DECLARED US STATEMENT SHOWED PR WAS STILL COLONY. COMITE, 

HE SAID, CONSIDERED TERRITORIES TO WHICH DECOLONIZATION 
DECLARATION WAS APPLICABLE; IP MISTAKE MADE, IT WAS MADE BY GA, 
BECAUSE RES APPROVING COMITE'S WORK WAS UNANIMOUSLY APPROVED BY 
LAST GA.

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WITHOUT VOTE COMITE NOV 21 ADOPTED CONSENSUS STATEMENT READ BY 
CHAIRMAN UNDER WHICH GA WOULD DECIDE TO DISSOLVE IMMEDIATELY 
UNCURK, NOTE WITH SATISFACTION lULY 4, 1972 lOINT NORTH-SOUTH 
COMMUNIQUE, AND EXPRESS HOPE THAT SOUTH AND NORTH WOULD BE URGED 
TO CONTINUE THEIR DIALOGUE AND WIDEN THEIR EXCHANGES AND COOPERATION 
SO AS TO EXPEDITE INDEPENDENT, PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION OF COUNTRY. 

CHAIRMAN BORCH (DENMARK) ANNOUNCED TWO DRAFT RESES (L.644 AND 
645) WOULD NOT BE PUT TO VOTE AT CURRENT SESSION, AND TUNISIAN 
REP STATED CONSENSUS DECISION MET OBJECTIVES OF THIRD DRAFT RES 
(L.661) WHICH HE HAD INTRODUCED AS COMPROMISE. SAUDI ARABIAN REP 
INTRODUCED NEW RES (L.664) BUT DID NOT PRESS IT TO VOTE. FINAL 
SPEAKERS ON KOREAN ITEM WERE REPS PAKISTAN, HUNGARY, BYELORUSSIA, 

UK AND SAUDI ARABIA. POSITIONS ON CONSENSUS WERE EXPLAINED BY 
OTHERS, AND ROK AND DPRK REPS MADE CONCLUDING STATEMENTS. TUNISIAN 
REP DRISS SUGGESTED CHAIRMAN SEND US REP SCALI TELEGRAM WISHING 
HIM SPEEDY RECOVERY, AND CHAIRMAN SAID HE WOULD DO SO. 

KHALID (PAKISTAN) STATED REUNIFICATION SHOULD BE ACHIEVED 
INDEPENDENTLY WITHOUT OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE. HE URGED THAT 
SERIOUS CONSIDERATION BE GIVEN TO QUESTION OF WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN 
TROOPS IN COMITE AND "OTHER APPROPRIATE ORGANS OF UN." ON UN 
MEMBERSHIP, HE SAID CORRECT SEQUENCE WOULD BE THAT SC CONSIDERA- 
TION SHOULD PRECEDE GA CONSIDERATION. HOLLAI (HUNGARY) THOUGHT 
MOST ESSENTIAL TASK FOR UN WAS TO END FOREIGN INTERVENTION IN 
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KOREA, AND HE CHARGED AIM BEHIND PROPOSAL EOR TWO KOREAS TO JOIN 
UN WAS TO PERPETUATE DIVISION OF COUNTRY. SMIRNOV (BYELORUSSIA) 

TOOK SIMILAR POSITION. 

JAMIESON (UK) POINTED OUT THAT IN DEBATE THERE HAD BEEN OVER- 
SIMPLIEICATION OF ORIGINS OF KOREAN PROBLEM. HE FOUND INCONSISTENCY 
IN POSITION OF NK AND ITS SUPPORTERS ON QUESTION OF UN MEMBERSHIP, 

SINCE SEPARATE MEMBERSHIP IN lO'S AND SEPARATE UN OBSERVER MISSIONS 
WERE RECOGNITION OF TWO POLITICAL ENTITIES. HE COULD NOT SEE HOW 
SIMULTANEOUS ADMISSION OF TWO PARTS OF KOREA TO UN WOULD HINDER RE- 
UNIFICATION. AFTER SUPPORTING DISSOLUTION OF UNCURK, HE SAID 
UNC WAS MATTER FOR SC, NOT GA, BUT BEFORE THERE WAS CONSIDERATION 
OF ITS DISSOLUTION ADEQUATE ARRANGEMENTS MUST BE MADE EOR CONTINUED 
OBSERVANCE OF ARMISTICE AGREEMENT AND FOR CONTINUATION OF MACHIN- 
ERY SET UP UNDER IT. MAINTENANCE OF STABILITY WAS NOT SYNONOMOUS 
WITH MAINTENANCE OF STATUS QUO; INSTEAD, IT WAS ESSENTIAL PRECONDI- 
TION FOR PEACEFUL CHANGE. ANY GOVT HAD RIGHT TO INVITE FOREIGN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TROOPS, AND CALL FOR THEIR WITHDRAWAL WOULD BE INTERFERENCE IN 
ROK'S AFFAIRS, JAMIESON POINTED OUT. 

BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) THEN INTRODUCED DRAFT RES (L.664) 

WHICH HE SAID EMBODIED HIS PREVIOUS AMENDMENTS TO OTHER DRAFT 
RESES. STATING HE COULD PUT EVERYBODY "ON SPOT " BY ASKING FOR 
ROLL-CALL VOTE, HE SAID HE WOULD NOT PRESS HIS RES TO VOTE, OUT 
OF CONSIDERATION FOR TWO KOREAS WHICH, HE BELIEVED, HAD AGREED 
TO CONSENSUS STATEMENT. DURING STATEMENT HE CHARGED THERE HAD 
BEEN "AMERICAN WAR UNDER BANNER OF UN", AND UK REP JUST RESORTED 
TO PLATITUDES BECAUSE HE HAD "TO BAT FOR US." 

CHAIRMAN BORCH (DENMARK) THEN STATED THERE HAD BEEN PROMISING 
DEVELOPMENTS, AND UNDER CIRCUMSTANCES HE WOULD CLOSE DEBATE. HE 
THEN READ OUT CONSENSUS STATEMENT. 

IN EXPLAINING POSITION AFTER APPROVAL OF CONSENSUS, TRAORE 
(MALI) SAID UN SHOULD DENOUNCE PRESENCE OF FOREIGN TROOPS IN 
KOREA AND UN SHOULD NEVER AGAIN ALLOW ITSELF TO BE "DRAGGED INTO"

CORRECTLY IN CREATING UNC, AND ONLY SC COULD DISBAND IT, HE 
STATED. REPS AFGHANISTAN, INDIA, NEPAL, LIBYA (GRUDGINGLY) AND 
MONGOLIA ALSO SUPPORTED CONSENSUS. 

LI YONG MOK (DPRK) EXPRESSED APPRECIATION FOR SUPPORT FROM SO 
MANY DELS AND EXPRESSED HIS DEL'S "HEART-FELT THANKS" TO THOSE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SUPPORTING HIS COUNTRY'S DEEP DESIRE FOR INDEPENDENT AND PEACEFUL
